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Ten fire departments help VBT 
extinguish Waverly building fire

The Van Buren Township Fire Department 
called in ten surrounding fire departments 
to help extinguish the fire on the roof and 
third floor of The Waverly apartments 
Building 5 the evening of Wednesday, July 
5. 

The building is at 48860 Denton Rd. 

The call came at 8:24 p.m. and the fire 
crews left at 3:20 a.m., with two being 
called to the scene to treat hot spots. 

When the first fire departments arrived, 
flames were surging from the roof and 
social media photos showed bright fire 
across Belleville Lake. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief Dave 
MclInally said no one was injured, but one 
fire fighter was treated for heat exhaustion 
and then was able to return to fighting the 
fire. 

Chief McInally said nine or ten residents 


were evacuated. He said the third floor 
is burned and the floors below it are 
uninhabitable because of water damage. 
He said the Red Cross and Waverly 
management helped the evacuees. 

MclInally said he is unable to tell if the 
fire started in an apartment or not and 
Deputy Chief Andy Lenahan, who is the 
fire marshal, will return on July 10 and 
investigate the fire. 

MclInally named the following fire 
departments as assisting in the fire fighting: 
Ypsilanti Township, Ypsilanti City, Canton 
Township, Superior Township, Augusta 
Township, Sumpter Township, Wayne, and 
Romulus. He said the city of Belleville fire 
fighters were there for both the original 
fire and when he later called for help 
with the hot spots. He said he also called 
Huron Township to help with the hot spots 
because the others had worked so hard 
fighting the blaze and had left.

Belleville City Council approves three-year contract with Fire Dept.

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
went into a closed-door session to consider 
a new three-year agreement dated Jan. 1, 
2023 to Dec. 31, 2025 between the City of 
Belleville and the Michigan Association of 
Fire Fighters. 

The MAFF represents all paid-on-call fire 
fighters in the city’s fire department. 

After about five minutes, the council came 
back into open session and unanimously 
approved the contract. 

The contract had been on the June 20 
agenda for approval. 

At that time, council members noted 
the contract had already been approved 
by the fire fighters and it had yet to come 
to the city council in closed session for 
consideration, as was their policy. 

At that June 20 meeting, council members 
voted unanimously to defer consideration 
of the contract until after they could meet in 
closed session, which they did on Monday. 

Acting City Manager Steve Jones said 
the statements at the last meeting made the 
previous city manager look worse than he 
was and the procedure followed had not 
been wrong. He referred to former City 
Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson who 
now is city manager for Monroe. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the first part 
of the procedure, going into closed session 
with the council, didn’t happen. 

“I made it sound like I hadn’t seen it, but 
I did have it,” said Councilman Jeremiah 
Beebe of the last meeting. He said the 
process wasn’t followed but the onus 
shouldn’t have been put on the former city 
manager. 

Councilman Beebe suggested changing 
the minutes to reflect what he wanted to 


say. 

Mayor Conley said what was in the 
minutes was what happened at the meeting. 
She said he could say what he wanted in 
this meeting and it would be in the minutes 
of this meeting. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Ken Voigt said he 
recalled the contract had been discussed 
during budget sessions. 

Also, at Monday’s two-hour-and- 
15-minute meeting, the council: 

e With one motion, approved two special- 
event applications for Redemption Bible 
Church. One was Church Park Night from 
6-8 p.m. on Wednesday, July 26, at Victory 
Park, a fellowship event for the church that 
does not have a building. It was pointed 
out that anyone could be in the park and 
they had to share the space. The other 
event was Worship Night from 6-8 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Aug. 30, on the Fourth Street 
Square; 

e Discussed additional compensation 
for the Acting City Manager and Acting 
Police Chief and then deferred action 
until more specific information could be 
gathered. Mayor Conley reminded them 
the compensation would be retroactive; 

e Discussed the Charter Revision Ballot 
Proposal and deferred action on this until an 
attorney from Foster Swift law firm could 
give a presentation on the issue and draw 
up a resolution for the ballot language. The 
attorney could come in person to the next 
meeting on July 24 or talk to them at the 
meeting via Zoom. The council had had 
hoped to get the question on the November 
ballot, but they do not have the nine people 
needed for a charter commission, who 
must be voted in by city residents; 

e Reviewed the Investment Summany 
from Multi Bank Securities that shows the 


city’s investments; 

e Approved holding the Taste of Belleville 
at Horizon Park/High Street from 6-8 p.m. 
on Aug. 17, put on by the Belleville Central 
Business Community; 

e Directed Acting Police Chief Kris 
Faull to study the Bridgewalk pattern 
that would work for the annual city event 
to be scheduled the same night as the 
Taste of Belleville. She will bring back 
her recommendation. There was concern 
because of the traffic pattern caused by 
the closing of Denton Road Bridge, which 
might be dangerous for walkers and those 
trying to cross busy Belleville Road at the 
north end of the Belleville Bridge; 

e Discussed the offer from the General 
Motors Dealer Community Charging 
Program to provide, without charge to the 
city, electric vehicle charging stations. They 
would charge the public for their use and a 
percentage of that would be given to the 
city. Acting City Manager Steve Jones was 
directed to get more information, including 
the experience of other communities with 
EV fueling stations and what DTE offers. 
It was suggested EV stations could be put 
in every city parking lot and the city parks; 

e Discussed the next steps in finding 
a permanent city manager. Candidate 
Ken Marten was interviewed in a special 
public meeting prior to that evening’s 
regular meeting and the council informally 
decided to keep him in the running along 
with the three others in the running. Marten 
will be given the opportunity to fill out a 
questionnaire. Marten currently is Village 
Manager and Clerk of Bingham Farms. A 
special public meeting was set for 8 a.m. to 
noon on Saturday, July 22, to re-interview 
the finalists; 

e Approved the following departmental 


expenditures over $500: to Atchinson 
Ford, $2,337.40, for water pump, drive 
belt, tensioner, and front engine mount for 
police vehicle 218A; to Dell Technologies, 
$3,357.21 for new server for City Hall 
following failure of current server; to 
Osborne Concrete, $744 for cemetery 
footings; and to Williams Emergency 
Vehicles & Equipment, $4,500 for removal 
of equipment and graphics from police 
vehicle 217 and build of vehicle 223; 

e Heard Building Official Rick Rutherford 
explain that he talked to the Wayne County 
employee who changed the timing on the 
traffic lights on Main Street in an effort 
to solve the traffic problem caused by the 
closing of Denton Road Bridge. Rutherford 
said the man said changing the timing had 
an “accordian effect” and one light affected 
the next. He said it was a trial to see the 
effect. The county said this was done 
instead of putting a left-turn signal at N. 
Liberty and Main streets to see if it would 
solve the problem without a turn signal; 

e Heard two mothers of Belleville High 
School football team members explain 
their upcoming carwash from 1-4 p.m. 
on Saturday, July 22, at Lorangers’ 
Chiropractic Clinic to support food for 
the team. They had been informed to use 
biodegradable soap, non-phosphate and 
eco-friendly, as prescribed by the state; and 

e Heard Acting City Manager Jones say 
he was scheduled to have a telephone call 
in the morning to discuss how to get back 
online after the city’s server shut down. 
He said it will take a lot of work. He said 
when it happened the first task was to get 
the tax bills out, which they did. Then it 
was payroll and that got done. The council 
packets were hand-delivered by police 
officers.

The county will receive an additional 
$1.8 million for the expansion of the Iron 
Belle Trail that runs through Van Buren 
Township and the city of Belleville. 

The City of Milan, also in District 31, 
will receive $3.6 million for the city’s 
wastewater treatment plant. 

Rep. Miller issued the following 
statement celebrating the infrastructure 
funding coming to her district: 

“Securing this funding will have a huge, 
multi-generational impact on the residents 
of my district and I’m proud that we 
delivered real results to these communities. 


I appreciate the support and 

coordination from Senators Darrin 
Camilleri and Jeff Irwin, the House and 
Senate Appropriations chairs, Director 
of Government Relations for Wayne 
County Chris Matus, Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara, and Milan 
Mayor Ed Kolar.” 

The news release said, after learning 
about the funding, Van Buren Township 
Supervisor McNamara said, “I’m so 
thankful for Rep. Miller securing the 
funding we needed to expedite the Denton 
Road Bridge and the Iron Belle Trail. She 


is the best State Rep. in Michigan.” 

Milan Mayor Kolar also expressed 
gratitude by stating, “The City of Milan 
is extremely happy with the partnership 
we have formed with State Representative 
Reggie Miller of the 31st House District. 
We are thankful for the assistance we have 
received for necessary wastewater facility 
improvements. Our concerns were heard, 
and our long-term vision was understood.

A report in The Detroit News on Sunday 
described a Saturday evening incident at 
the Doherty Hotel in Clare, MI, that left 
the chairman of the Clare County GOP 
claiming that he had been “kicked in the 
balls” by James Chapman of Wayne County. 
Mark DeYoung was taken to the hospital 
and reportedly was being treated for genital 
injuries. He also suffered a broken rib. He 
said he will prosecute. 

The story in the News said that the state 
committee of the GOP was meeting in 
closed-door session and Chapman and other 
Republicans wanted to come in. DeYoung 
heard Chapman jiggling the handle on the 
locked door and looked out the window, 
whereupon Chapman reportedly gave him 
the finger. DeYoung opened the door and 
Chapman said he grabbed the man’s legs and 
pushed him into a chair. Chapman claimed 
DeYoung swung at him first and threatened, 
“TIl kick your ass.” DeYoung denied the 
threat. 

Chapman said he removed his glasses 
before grabbing DeYoung by the legs and, 
“When you see me taking my glasses off, I’m 
ready to rock.” 

Police were called to the scene. After The 
Detroit News story, the incident was picked up 
by other news sites and widely disseminated. 
MSNBC said this showed the Michigan GOP 
in disarray. Chapman grew up in Belleville.

Last Thursday, July 6, when we were on 
our route to deliver Independents, we noticed 
a huge backup on westbound I-94 between 
Belleville and Haggerty roads. There was a 
crash scene and VBT fire trucks and an HVA 
ambulance. Cars and trucks were stopped and 
then moving slowing westbound. The backup 
was all the way to Romulus from Belleville 
Road. 
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I asked VBT Fire Chief Dave McInally about 
the accident. He said a man was driving in 
the inside shoulder that he thought was a lane 
and hit a parked car on the side of the road. 
He was out of his vehicle when firefighters 
arrived and suffered only a laceration to the 
head, Chief McInally said. 

Ginger Bruder called on Friday to remind 
me that she and her husband Keith live at the 
comer Willis and McKean roads, which is 
on the route of the detour from the part of 
Rawsonville Road that is closed. She said 
there have been two accidents at that corner 
in the past week. One vehicle came into their 
yard and one into their neighbor’s yard. When 
the vehicle came into their yard it knocked 
down a pine tree. I told her to stay out of her 
yard until this detour is over. 

Washtenaw County is working on the ditches 
south of Willis to just south of Rawsonville 
Woods mobile home park and that part of the 
road is closed to through traffic. Drivers are 
getting tickets if they don’t live in that area. 
Many tickets have been given. The detour is 
long and heads west on Willis to McKean and 
then south to Talladay. 

Brenda Sohoza of Van Buren Township sent 
me pictures from a news report from northern 
Texas. It showed 40 goats who had been with 
a herd eating vegetation to help with fire 
season. They somehow broke away from the 
herd and walked about a mile. They started 
eating the perennial plants and bushes in the 
yards of people who lived in the Erwin Farms 
subdivision in McKinney, Texas. 


The residents told the television camera 
crew that “sometimes it gets a little wild 
around here.” They said in January the wild 
hogs made a mess of some of the subdivision 
lawns. One man said a goat on two legs was 
eating his tree.

We heard a Van Buren Township fire call 
on Friday. An emergency crew was on its 
way to help a woman who had fallen in her 
West Huron River Drive 
home. The dispatcher 
said she had been there 
since Tuesday. 

Lois Mida Zilka, BHS 
class of 1954, came into 
my office just after that 
with information on the 
Sept. 22 BHS All-School 
Reunion. She showed me her new emergency 
alarm that she was wearing on a chain around 
her neck. I told her about the lady who had 
fallen and she said she was really glad to have 
her new safety device. She said she cut back 
on her cable channels to be able to afford it. 

Then, a senior citizen was found dead on 
the floor of her home in the city of Belleville 
on Monday.

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No full-time media 
center at high school 


Dear Independent Readers: 

This has come to my attention and it 
should come to your attention, as well. This 
past 2022-23 school year, the Belleville 
High School Media Center was staffed by 
a part-time substitute teacher because the 
superintendent, school administration, and 
school board did not deem it cost-effective 
to hire a certified librarian. 

Instead of being open for five days per 
week, they only staffed the room two days 
per week, leaving it closed for the majority 
of the other days. The students were unable 
to browse, checkout, or return books, or to 
use the library for studying or quiet space. 

Throughout the school year, the substitute 
kept statistics of library usage, talked to 
over one hundred students per day, added 
over 300 new books to the collection, 
and more. She wrote the attached report 
with all of that data, which she gave to 
the superintendent and to members of the 
school board and school administration to 
show how integral the media center was to 
the school. In addition, her report shows 
data to support the importance of literacy 
and media centers for students’ success, as 
well as how limited access to media centers 
can hurt students throughout their lives. 

She was recently told that Van Buren 
Public School administration will not rehire 
a full-time librarian for next year, either. It 
saddens and disappoints me to hear that the 
people in charge of our high school do not 
care enough about students’ success to take 
any actions towards keeping our media 
center open full-time. 

I hope this letter and the attached report 
bring more attention to this issue. And I 
sincerely hope that the superintendent, 
school board, and school administration 
will make efforts towards better supporting 
all of our students equally in the future.

to put his trust in strangers. When reunited, 
Kelly said Augie was licking the tears from 
her face as fast as they were falling and I’m 
sure there were more wet faces at home when 
she walked in the door with him. On Monday, 
Kelly posted a full recap, filled with gratitude 
and continued thanks to a caring community. 
“God is good,” she said, “My heart is full.”
